CURRENT SITUATION: Large fire activity continued in Southern California.
Increased initial attack fire activity was reported in the Northern
Rockies Area. Very high and extreme fire indices were reported on several
units in the California, Northern Rockies, Great Basin and Southwest
Areas.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LARGE FIRES:

PRIEST, Tuolumne-Calavaras Ranger Unit, California State. This fire is
burning in heavy brush near Groveland, CA. Steep terrain and
inaccessibility are creating control problems. Current threats include
watershed and structures in the community of Groveland.

OUTLOOK:

California will be partly cloudy and very warm with breezy conditions in
the southern deserts. A chance of afternoon thunderstorms exists in the
mountains and southern deserts. Temperatures will be in the 70"s and 80"s
in the mountains, the 80"s and 90"s in the coastal valleys, and the 90°s
to 106 in the inland valleys and deserts.

Nevada will be partly sunny with a few thunderstorms in the west and east.
Central Nevada will have dry conditions. Temperatures will range from the
80"s in the north to 106 in the south.

Utah will be partly cloudy with scattered showers and thunderstorms.
Northern temperatures will be in the 80"s, with southern highs reaching
the 90°s.

Idaho will be mostly sunny, very warm, and dry. Scattered showers and
thunderstorms are possible in the southeast. Temperatures will be in the
70"s and 80"s in the mountains, and the 80"s and 90"s in the valleys.

Montana will be mostly sunny in the west, and partly cloudy in the east
with isolated showers. Temperatures will be in the 70"s and 80"s across
the state.
